Our tillable 
area may be made to support mil- 
lions of people greatly multiplied 
after the last bit of mineral has 
been extracted from the earth and 
mans ingenuity in fashioning tools 
and fabrics has passed its limit. 
There is no comparison in volume 
between the cultivation of the soil 
and any other gooupation. 

So far the majority of people 
will agree. What'they fail to real- 
ize, practically, is the declining 
status of egriculture in this coun- 
try. The agrioultural population, 
the producers and depositors in 
the great national treasury of 
wealth, is declining year by year 
while the city popalation, which 
thrives only by drawing drafts up- 
on the land and cannot live a year 
after these cease to be honored, 
rises in its expense, Yet not only 
is such a crises approaching, but 
it is being hastened by legislative 
stimulation in favor of other in- 
dustries while over-looking this. 

Since the percentage of those at 
work on the soil declined by about 
one-fourth in the last 30 years we 
have to consider not only the in- 
crease of food demand over its do- 
westic supply, but also that dis- 
turbance of the balance between 
one form of industry and another 
upon which prosperity and stabil- 
its depend. This industria! inter- 
dependence appears to be one of 
these universal laws that prescribe 
harmony and proportion so essen- 
tial to health. If in a population 
of 100,000,000 people, which we 
shall have shortly, 45 per cent are 
engaged in agriculture, then forty- 
five million people are calling up- 
on the labor of fifty-five million 
for clothing, professional services,

A Possible Tariff War. 


If, as seems inevitable, Presi- 
dent Taft puts Oaudda, next April, 
among the nations subject to the 
United States surtax, there will be 
a weapon for retaliation ready to 
the hand of the Canadian Govern- 
ment. Section five of the Ous- 
tomes Act of Canada reads as fol- 
lows:

2. The sartax sball apply, not- 
withstanding the provisions of the 
British preferential tariff and re- 
gulations thereunder, to every arti- 
ole, the chief value of which was 
produced in such foreign country, 
although the article may have 
been improved or advanced 
value by the labor 
country. 

3. Any question arising as to 
any foreign country or goods com 
ing ander the operation of thie 
section shall be decided by the 
Minister, whose decisions shall be 
final 

4 The Minister, with the ap- 
proval of the Governor-iu-Council, 
may make regulations for the pur- 
poses of carrying out this section, 
8 E. VIL, O. 15, 6. 5.

Plans for the Dam. 


Plans and specifications for the 
proposed new dam on the Blind- 
man have been received from En; 
gineer Lynn by the council. A 
look at the plan should convince 
anyone that the Engineer intends 
making a good job of the new 
structure. The timbers are heavy, 
12x12 fir or tamarack being speci- 
fied and the filling is to be rock, 
gravel and pure olay. 

The engineer guarantees that in 
thirty days from October Ist the 
dam will be completed ready for 
use, and will post a forfeit of $25 
a day for any longer time he is on 
the work. 

Mr. Lynn is of the opinion that 
the town will be able to run the 
plant during the whole year from 
the dam, and only in case of the 
most severe weather will the steam 
plant have to be called into use. 
At the present, when the Blind- 
man ig very low and there is prac- 
tically no flow of water from Gull 
Lake, he says there is quite guffi- 
cient water to furnish all the 
power Lacombe requires if it is

Stone of Alberta's Parliament 


It is expected that railway” ex- 
eursions will be planned allover 
the ‘province for Ootober Ist; when 
all roads will lead to Edmonton, 
and Alberta's capital will open its 
gates to vice-royalty and many 
distinguished public men: as 
well as hundreds of sightseers. 

The occasion will be the laying 
of the corner stone of the new 
Legislative Building which now 
riseg on the historic site of the 
Old Big House, for many decades 
the résidence of the Chief Factor 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company in 
this district. His Excellency, the 
Governor General, will lay the 
stone on the afternoon of October 
lst. Attended by a large suite he 
will arrive in Edmonton on Sep- 
tember 30th. There will also be 
present the Hon. Frank Oliver, 
Minister of the Interior and the 
Hon. David Laird; who under the 
MacKenzie Administration first 
organized the Department-of In- 
terior, later becoming first Gover- 
nor of the North-West Territories. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his col- 
leagues at Ottawa, the members of 
the Senate and Commons. the 
Governors and Legislators of each 
province of the Dominion -haye 
been invited ‘to attend the cefe- 
monies. These will take place on 
the afternoon of October Ist, His 
Excellency being conducted to 
Parliament Hill by aw escort of 
the R.N. W. M. Police, detach- 
ments of the Alberta Mounted 
Rifles, the IOlet Regiment, the 
Edmonton Cadets and thousands 
of schoo! children.
